"We, the undersigned, have considered the application of Capitol City Cil
Company for permission to construct, maintain, and operate a drive-in gasoline
filling station and to construct commercisl driveways in conjunction thersyith
upon the property located at the soutwest cormer of the intersection of the
Interregional Highway and East koth Street, which property fronts 175 feet on
the Interregional Highway and 80.0 feet on East 49th Street, being known as
Lot 1 and a portion of lot 2 of Elock V of Ridgetop Fourth Addition in the City
of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and the property upon which this £illing -
station is to be located is owned by Capitol City Oil Company and is to be
leased to Phillips Petroleum Company. We hereby advise that the following
conditions exist.

"The property upon which this £illing station is to be located is desig-
nated as Local Retail upon the zoning maps of the City of Austin.

"A1l drainage, natural or otherwise, from this filling station 1s to be
disposed of in such a manner that such dreinage will not flow across the side-
walk area into the street, and furthermore, shall not create a nuisance to
others in ‘the neighborhood. It is understood that the disposal of such drainage
shall be entirely the responsibility of the property owmer. Any waste connec-
tion to a storm sewer which empties into an:open drainageway shall be discon- |
tinued, if the waste becomes a nuisance or damages any property or rights of i
others in the wvicinity of the open drainagewsy. 1

"We recommend that Capitol City Oil Company be grented permission to
construct, maeintain, and operate sald drive-in gasoline filling station and
to construct curbs, ramps, and sidewelks in conjunction therewith subject to
the following conditlons.

"(1}) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed inside of the

property line; correct lines to be obtained before construction starts or
equipment is installed. Line and grades to be obtained from the Department
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of Public Works for entrances and driveways; building lines to be approved by
the City Building Inspector. That the applicant shall confer with the Depart-
ment of Public Works as to future grades of the sidewalks and gutters on the
adjacent streets before he starts any construction relative to the filling
station.

"(2} That only underground tanks shdll be used, and that all pumps shall
be s0 located that it will be impracticable to service motor wvehicles therefrom
while said motor wehicles are standing on any part of a sidewalk, street or
alley. i

"(3) That the gasoline tanks, pumps, and all equipment used in connec~
tion with the storage and handling of gasoline shall be an approved type and
shall bear the label of Underwriters Laboratories, Inc., and thgt 211 construc-
tion of the £illing station improvements shall be in accordance with the
Building Ordinance, the Zoning Ordinance, the Filling Station Ordinance, and in
accordance with the ordinance prohibiting the disposal of cormercial water or
oils upon the City Streets,

"(4) That the grades of the station shall be such that no waste water or
olle or any floor washing shall ever pass over the City sidewalk ares end that
all of said oils and water shall be concentrated into a combined grease and

"{(5) That all filling station improvements, pump islands, driveways,
ramps, gubters, sidewalks, and curbs shall be constructed of concrete at the ;
expense of the applicant as set forth upon the plan, hereto attached, which plan !
